?:k)r to the Incident Dick had 
been npproached by several groups 
of students who had complaineiL of 
the larfie miinbor of non-unlvcr- 
slty students, particularly hli^h 
school students, frefpientlnp the 
universily pub. In response to 
this Incident, Pick went to the pub 
to view thp situation. On the nlRlit 
of Thiirs, Feb. M/Ti, a particul- 
arly Ijusy nlRht at the pub, Dick 
counted over 100 non-unlverslty 
students at the pub. 

A flRht look place at closing time 
which resulted In Dick Hoffman 
being sent to the hospital, 11c was 
treated for a gash below his Hfiht 
eye thai required stitches, a bro- 
ten nose and extreme swelling to 
both of his eyes. Several people 
have t>een charged. 

The fiEht Hscir was Judged by 
onlookers as "unfair" to say the 
least. siJt-to-twclvo people were 
Involved In the beating given to 
Dick, No one did anything except 
for Debbie Wilson, a L*U. student 
and student security member, who 
finally ended up jumping into the 
mob of people on top of Dick, and 
Hterally pulling people off of tiim. 

The fight Is over, however the 
problem is still here. Dick Hoff- 
man Is also marked for Ufe. He 
poses a question tDOll Laurentlan 
students, especially the pub goers, 
in response to this senseless at- 
tack; Why do L.U, students com- 
plain of non-students in the pub 
and do nothing about it? 

11 is time something positive 
was done. L.U, students do not 
realize that they are responsible 
for persons that Ihey sign In. Thus 
signing in someone you don't know 
well should be stopped. Or else, 
don't sign In anyone at all. 

The physical damage done to 
Dick Hoffman wont bo forgotten. 
It's very unfortunate that It liap- 
ponedlohlm. It's the students' 
pub and thus should be patronized 
by students of Laurentlan Unlver- 
slty. Tliihk about It, the next time 
tliat sonc kid tugs at your arm at 
the pub to "sign lilm in."

INTERVIEW 



Lambda approached Dick ilolf- 
man for an interview. Wo asked 
some questions. We got some 
answers. Here's wliat your pres- 
ident lias to say. 

LAMBDA: How did you gel involved 
with this incident that led to tlD 
flpht? 

Q HOFFMAN: I beard beer bot- 
tles smaslilng and I walked over to 
the table to ask them who broke 
the bottles. From here, everyone 



knows vhat happened. 1 don't like 
to see this hapi>enlng for several 
reasons: 

1) It's stupid. It's not good prac- 
tice. Not only tlial but It's dan- 
gerous and can ruin pub atmos- 
phere. 

2) The price of a beer bottle Is 
Gcents. Students make about 
cents a bottle on every bottle sold 
so students are losing money, 
LAMBDA: Will action In court 

ensue? 

DJIOFFMAN: Yes, ! will be going 

to court. Clmrges of assault have 

been laid. 

LAMBDA: Do you -think because 



you're SGA president that more 
positive action Is likely to occur 
on the part of the university? 
D,HOFFMAN: Yes, we will have 
positive results from this Incident, 
LAMBDA: What action can we ex- 
pect to see? 

D.HOFFMAN: I) Hopefully, the 
management of the pub, namely 
Lappas Bros, will lose lurlsdictlon 
over the number of people admit- 
ted through the door. Th is res- 
ponsibUlty win be given to student 
security, TIds would ensure bet- 
ter crowd -rontrot, 
2) One more student on security 
on Thurs., Fri., and Sat. nights. 



This would mean 4 security In- 
stead of 3, resulting in a cost of 
5-15. more per week, 

3) L.U. students won't sign in 
people they don't know and are not 
willing to bo legally responsible 

for, 

LAMBDA: Would proliibi five 
measures for all iLlgh school 
students be In order? 
DilOFFMAN: Strictly speaking, 
w.'; can't keep all high school stu- 
dents out of the pub. For example, 
what If an L.U. student has a 
girlfriend in high school and wants 
to take her to tlie pub. All these 
people are bltcldng about people 
who don't belong in the pub. But 
the same people are signing in 
people they don't even know. 
lAMBDA: What do you feel is a 
student's responsibility In the pub? 
Should a shidenl Intercede If he 
sees someone breaking glasses or 
should it bo lefl to our security? 
D.IDFFMAN; When a student 
sees a problem In the pub, he 
should go to security Immediately 
and inform them. The person 
shvjld be pointed out and dealt with 
be security. It's the students' 
pub and it's the responsibility of 
the student to take care of it. 
LAMBDA: Perhips another pub 

would be the answer. 
D.HOFFMAN: Perhaps, Last 
summer, 1 looked Into another pub, 
1 thought of the games room as a 
good possibility. I spoke with 
Dave Pearson, administrator of 
the U.C, Married Students, Single 
Students complex and I got nowhere, 
D^ve foU that the games room 
would be a pub for Married Stu- 
dents, U.C- and Single Students 
only. I felt that I couldn't go on 
because I represent the entire 
student body and not Just these 
residences, I tiave thouRht of 
another alternative for a second 
pub. Knock out the window wall 
In the pub and extend it out to the 
path. It wouldn't hurt the Great 
Hall area. You would build a 
patio on the roof of the extended 
pub outside the Great Hall. T he 
problem Is cost-benefit feasibility. 
Does the SGA want hirther debt-

Between March "th and 
lath course evaluations wi 1 
be taking place. Those evalua- 
tions will take two forms. First 
is the computer form which Is 
to be completed In pencil. The 
second form is an option com- 
ment sheet which will allow tlie 
student to comment further on 
his/her professor's abilities 
course content and other aspects 
\flUIch the student feels can 
improve the course or ought 
to be brought to the attention 
of the professor. 

in the past, students have 
been hesilaut to complete these 



evaluations since they were under 
the Impression ttiat faculty 
members might :retallate for 
a negative assessment. Tills 
is impossble with the pres ent 
system. The evaluation forms 

wiU be sealed after they are 
completed. One student wlH 
sign across tlie seal and the 
student supervisor wlH witness 
the signature In a similar man- 
ner. The envelopes will then 
be returned to the Institutional 
coordinates office and placed 
under lock and key until they 
are ready to be sent to Prince- 
ton , New Jersey for processing. 



All hand written comments wlH 
remain in a secured area until 
tlie Rcglsrar's office has re- 
ceived the stud nts marks. 

No graduate courses will 
be evaluated. All 2nd term will 
be subject to evaluation as weH 
as all extension courses offer*- 
cd In the evenings. 

It has been decided that 
members of tlie faculty will 
not bo allowed to remain in ttie 
classroom while the evaluation 
Is taking place. It Is hoped that 
this declson wlllbe encouraging 
to tbe students.

US SUPPORTS WILD BANK LOAN TO CHILEAN JUNTA AS NON-POLITCAL 



NEW YORK — The World Bxik voted 
Doc. 21 to grant the Chilean lunla a 
loan of $60 million. The US, wJilch 
has 25 per cent voting pwer In the 
international financing InstltuMon, 
voted for the loan as they have for the 
past three years since the ClUIean coup. 

Representatives o! the World Bank 
claln that the loan to Chile Is "non- 
polltlcal". But critics point out that 
the loan will serve to strengthen 
the junta, and that during the years 
of the Popular Unity government 
under Salvador Allende the World 
Bank Pifused to grant any loans to 

Chile, 
The VS representative to the World 



Bank, Hal Reynolds, explained the 
cutoff or loans to ClUle during the 
Popular Unity years as not based 
on politics but rather on the country's 
prrr "creltowrthlness". He failed 
to mention, however, that during this 
period, the U'S. hal embarked on an 
explictt policy to destroy the Chilean 
ecomony. A mole by former CIA 
director Richard Helms, male on the 
1970 Instructions of bo*-h Richard 
Nixon and Henry Kissinger, read, 
"Make the exonomy scream." 
"In the Chilean case, United States 
votes In the World Bank seem to 
depend on whose economy was being 
gored add what the politics were of 



the people ii power," wrote John 
Markds, author of the CIA and the 
Cult of intelligence. In a recent N.Y. 
Times columr.. 
"A high World Bank official commeni 



that If you exploit the people to pay 
off yourr debts, your're creditowrthy. 
If you donf eiplolt the people and don't 
pay oflyour debts, you've got problems,'

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The Rich Should pay for the increas 



Over the past few months, and e^- 
eclally since the announcement by the 
Oalario Government that tuition fees 
for university shidenls will be increa- 
sed by $100 next year, there has l>ecn 
a lot ot discussion about the Increas- 
infi cost of education and the fee In- 
creases, However, there has been 
very little eicplanatlon as to the cause 
or the reason behind those Increasing 
costs, rn (his arttclc, ue m\ isiko 
a brief look at one of the leading cai- 
sei of the Increasing cost of edjcation 
In Ontario universities anl :omtnvnlty 
colleges - the rapidly Increasing prin- 
cipal and Interest paym?»its of the 
Ontario Universities capital Aid Cor- 
poration (OUCAC). 

rue Ontario Universities Capital Aid 
corporation (OUCAC) was established 
by the Ontario Government In ISt t. 
Its slated purpose was to provide a 
mechanism for flnanclng the cost of 
capital construction of universities 

and community colleges in Ontario. 
OUCAC buys debentures issued by 
the universities and community col- 
leges for the construction of bulMlncs, 
and the purchase of land and e{iuipm'rTit 

on the following basis: 

" 85% of the cost on the first SIO 

million and 95% ihcrcaHer for: 

1) Academic and related tall- 



dingsand ciiulpment 

2) Diilng, student union and 
physical edjcatlon buildings 
and equipment 

3) Land purchases, utilities 
and site services 

" 100% of all approved costs for: 
1) Medical, dental and health 

sciences buildings, equip- 
ment, utilities and site 
services. 
No support Is provided for tt&e con- 
struction of stadia, related playing 
fields. Ice rinks and space for com- 
mor'rial purposes or for the construc- 
tion of student residences, (Student 
residences are financed by the Cent- 
ral Mortgage and Housing Corporat- 
ion and the Ontario Student Housing 
Corporation), However, the OUCAC 
does provide support for req-Jlred 
loos^ furnishings and approved site 
services wlilch are Ineligible for 

CMHC support, 

m the year 1975-7G, debt payments 
made by oyCAC totalled over $106.9 
million of which Interest payments 
totalled $84,4 mMllon, In 1973-74, 
these paymt-nts averaged $451.15 for 
every university student in Ontario, 
a figure wSilch has since risen to over 

$50Q per student. This figure close- 



ly approaches the amount students 
at Laurenllan pay In tuition fees. 
(IFndcrgraduale tuition fees for 1976- 
77 are $590. Other fees - Athletics, 
SGA, Health Services, etc. are anoth- 
er $92.50), It can Ibus be said tliai 
the Ontario Government provides 
free, or almost free, tuition for un- 
iversity students in Ontario and tliat 
student fees are paid to the coffers 
of the big banks and finance cot):>- 
anios for the further enrichment of 

the rich. 

This whole cycle of foreign depend- 
ence has caused the rapidly escal- 
ating Increase of the cost of educaS 
ion. Even though the amount of new 
borrowing for capital construction 
of universities has ^i^en cut back 
since 1972 from around $175 million 
per year to $40 million, the amount 
that has to be paid bacic has been 
steadily increasing from $3 million 
In 19CC-67 to $52 million In 1970-71 
to $10G million in 1975-76. Eighty 
per cent of the amount paid back « 
during the past ten years, l9f3G-76, 
has Iwen interest payments. Thus 
since 1965, $1,200 million of new de 
debt has been added to the then 
existing debt of $134 million. Pay- 
ments of $597 million have been 
mad^ of which $479 million were 



operating tndget of Laurentian in 
aidlUon to the OUCAC capital 
debt. These paymmits are made on 

debt engendered by capital constru- 
ction not covered by the OUCAC, 

interest payments and only $118 - 
million were payments on the prin- 
cipal. Thus despite these missive ^ 
payments, only a small dent has been 
male In the total debt and $1215 million 
Is still owing- Due to the dependence 
of Canada on foreign capital, Ontario 
students and taxpayers will b& forced 
to pay for the capital construction 
of Ontario universities and colleges 
five times over. 

Tlie situation at Laurentian is 
comparable to the situation amongst 
Ontario universities and colleges 
as a w'jole. In 1973-74, payments 
of $1,69B,000 were paid to Ihe OUCAC 
(See Table 5). This was composed 
of $315,000 prln:ipal and 51,383,000 
Inlereil. There were 3,746 students 
attending Laurentian, including 
those at a:bo.iiu, Nlplsslng and 
Hearst Colleges- Thus the -average 
payment per student on OUCAC 
debt was $453.28, slightly higher 

than the provincial average for 
universities. This Is not the 
entire story, however. There were 

also payments made out of the 
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Ontario Urtversities Capital Aid Corporation

Trie question that Is developing Is 
'*Who should pay for the increaslnR 
cost of edicallon which Is due to 
the fact that Canada is a debtor 
stato?" Tii& Ontario Government, 
which represents tlie interests of 
tlie rich, Is aftempt/np to make 
the studonls pay for this Increasing 
cost of educatin.

year, it Is not tie faculty and staff 

vhose W'iges are held down through 
Trudeau's wage controls and whose 
cost-of-living Is continuing to rise 
through thE.- effects of Inflation. Fln^ 
ally, ft Is not the working class and 
talxjurlng people as a whole who 
also are beset with the problems 
of the wage controls, unemployment 
and Inflation. They can hardly afford 
to pay the exlsllng taxes, yet alone 
Increased taxes. 

The rich should pay for the increa- 
sing cost of eiliication In Ontario. 

It is the rich, the capitalists, who i. 
ow.T nd control the large corporations 

which dominate our economy and who 
are Ihe main beneficiaries from lui- 

vlng a large number of educated 

and trained employees entering 

the labour market from the 

colleges and universities. It Is also 

the rich, the millionaire bankers 
and flnan:Iers (mainly American) 
who benefit from the fact that Can- 
ada Is 3 debtor state and who 
Airther enrich thumr^t^lves through 
the mil lions of dollars of Interest 
payments paid out by the Ontario 

Universities Capital A"d Corooratlon. 
The rich should pay for the incre- 
asing cost of education. If the 
students say to tho Ontario Govern- 



ment,: "the big bwkers and finan- 
ciers are rich enough from the 
repayments made by the OUCACl 
End them nowl", not only would 
there be no need for the tuition 
fee increase next year, but tuition 
could be provided to Ontario Univ- 
ersity and college students free. 

In the twelve years between March 
31, 19C^, when OUCAC w.'iS founded 
and March 31, I97C, OUCAC has 
amassed a total debt of $1,215,989,B99. 
(See Table I), an average of $G40I.G7 
for every university student in Ont- 
ario In 1973-7-1 and $3903,48 for each 
of the 79,39C community college stu- 
dents (See Table 3). (The Ontario 
Government hss also established 
the Ontario Education Capital Aid 
Corporation wtUOh similarly fin- 
ances capital construction of ele- 
mentary and secondary s'zhools. This 
corporation Ims amassed an even 
greater debt of $1,233,447,339 up to 
March 31, 197C.) 

Why has this huge debt Increased 
so rapidly? 

During the nineteen-slxtles, there 
wai a large expansion of American 
capital Into Canada. Many new mines 
and factories were established and 
existing facilities were expanded. 



This provided an Increased supply 
of raw miiterials for American 
industry and a market for American 
manufactured goods. This expans- 
ion of the productive cecity of 
Industry required a corresponding 
increase in the n'jm'.^?r of trained 
and educated young people to work 
In these new enterprises, m order to 
provide this educated work force 
for the foreign enterprises now 
operating In Canada^ the Ontario 
Government greatly expanded the 
university system aid establlshr-d 
the system of community collei^es. 
This expansion was flnancefl large- 
ly by borrowing huge sunir^ dI money 
on Wall Street and other loroiKn 
money markets. This policy wis 
consistent with the entire historical 
development of the Canadian economy 
which lu' s been developed by the 
massive investment of foreign 
ca,->ltal, first EnRlIsh and now mvlnly 
American, into Canada. However, 
capital demands its Interest and 
the lilgh interest payments that 
Canadians have been forced to make 
on foreign Invested capital tias 
mt ant that Canada has been largely 
unable lo pay for new proiects out 
of Its o*n pocket. This necessitates 
yet more foreign borrowing.

that the 2,700 had already been filled, after job applications had been taken at 



centers, ia ManiiaUaQ^ Brook- 
lyn and Queeof tiK the, city's 
Department of Employment, 

Lucille- Rose, thfe city's 
Commissioner of Employment, 
admitlad-tliedameday that the 
federally funded temporary 
Jobs prograrti is * 'only a drop in 
the bucket/' 

Rose told the Dally World 
that the program Is a far cry 
from the needs ol'thc city's 
317,000 unemployed. 

In an Interview with this re- 
porter at Brooklyn's temporary 
Job center on Flatbush Avenue, 
she said that the Carter Ad- 
ministration should fund an on- 
going program of reconstruc- 
tion comprising the building of 
schools, subways and housing 
that would mean longterm Jobs. 

She noted that most of those 
applying for the temporary 
jobs.are younf^ Blacks and His- 
panIC». ' 

Ttti \li*emptoymeni ftfte for 
voiinjfVftnflriQf^pehdra over 
40 percent In the city, she em* 
phasized, "This.V she added. 
^*does not include those stand- 
ing on comors.who have given 
up in discoHragpnrent as in my 
Bedford-Stuyvesant-.neighbor- 

hood," 
The lobscekers staadipg in 



line who overheard her com- 
ments broke in with "Right on" 
as she urged a permanent jobs 
program. 

John Robertson, standing 
nearby, said that he was laid off 
last September from his job as 
security guard in Brooklyn's 
Prospect Park when city 
budget cuts forced out 

employees of the 'Department 

of Parks. 

"What' paper are you with?*' 
he asked this reporter. Told it 
was thepaily WoHd, he ^aid, 
■ 'They don't tavelines Ilk? this 
in socialist countries. Every- 
body's working ther^." 

Most ofthbse interviewed as 
the^ waited for iobs said they 

had been jobless beiore the 
Dec. 21 date set by the tempor- 
ary job program. Also a 
number had been through job 
training programs which did 
little, they said, to get them 
permanent employment. 

Richard Allen, of Brooklyn, 
said that he was trained as an 
arc welder in a federal Man- 
power Training Act program, 
but after working several 
months with the Seatraln Ship- 
building Corporation at the 
former Naval Yards, he was 
laid off last AprU. 



Since then he has looked in! 
vain fdrwdrkJJ!* s^IJ iUs unJ 
employment benefits expired] 
and "any job looked good" to 
meet the expenses of his family 
of four children. 

"I need something for a while 
to tide me over till I can get 
permanent work," he said. 

John Tate said his job as 
maintenance worker at the 
Training Resources for Youth 
(TRY) in Brooklyn ended last 

year when the program was cut 
back. 

A spoJc^fsArfortVfrTHV 
program said TRY is funded 
through the city's Department 
of Employment, Cuts over the 
years have reduced the original 
nine months' training program 
to one month, he stated. 

More than ISO jobseekers 
stood in line outside the Human; 
Resources Administration 
building. The cold weather 
prompted a young Black 
woman to say, "Why can't we 
wait inside? It is cruel and in- 
human to-'maite rj s^and.bere 
on the packed snow anS ice^' A 
woman nearby, with a child in a 
stroller added, "I'm sure there 
was some place in Brooklyn 
where we all can get inside 
■wHlteWtiCng."
